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PUFFED  UP  MILK 
MAKES  A BETTER  PRODUCT 

Since  the  beginning  of  1963,  Dairyman’s  Co- 
operative Creamery  Association,  Tulare,  Calif., 
has  been  experimenting  with  and  commercially 
using  a new  method  of  ”air  puffing"  dried  skim 
milk.  In  air  puffing,  skim  milk  particles  are 
injected  with  compressed  air  after  they  have 
been  evaporated.  The  air  expands  the  milk 
particles  and  makes  them  more  porous  as  they 
enter  the  dryer.  The  method  also  shortens  the 
entire  drying  process. 

Two  of  the  U.  S.D.A.  scientists  who  devel- 
oped the  revolutionary  air-puffing  techniques 
recently  toured  the  co-op.  Efficiency  in  drying 
skim  milk  may  improve  as  much  as  50  percent 
with  the  new  process.

FEDERAL  MILK  MARKETING  ORDERS.  PART  VI 
Meanings  of  Terms  Used  in  Federal  Orders 

Producer;  A producer  is  a dairy  farmer  who  is 
entitled  to  the  protection  and  benefits  of  a milk 
order  because  he  sells  "Grade  A"  or  "approved" 
milk  to  handlers  in  a regulated  market. 

Handler;  A handler  is  a milk  processor  or  milk 
distributor  who  is  subject  to  a Federal  order  be- 
cause he  distributes  milk  in  a regulated  market- 
ing area  or  because  he  processes  milk  which  may 
be  disposed  of  or  distributed  in  a regulated 
marketing  area. 

Minimum  price;  A minimum  price  is  a price 
fixed  under  a Federal  order  below  which  handlers 
cannot  go  in  paying  producers  for  milk.  Only 
minimum  prices  may  be  set  under  an  order. 
Handlers  may  pay  higher  prices  if  they  choose. 

Basic  price;  A basic  price  is  a price  which  repre  - 
sents  the  general  value  of  milk  when  converted 
into  dairy  products  sold  on  the  national  market. 
It  is  used  in  pricing  formulas  in  which  differen- 
tials are  added  to  the  basic  price  to  obtain  the 
Class  I price  for  milk  in  a local  marketing  area. 
In  general  it  is  made  up  of  two  or  three  alter- 
native means  of  pricing.  It  may  include  a 
combination  of  (1)  prices  paid  to  producers  at 
specified  manufacturing  plants,  (2)  a price  based 
upon  the  value  of  butter  and  cheese,  or  (3)  a 
price  based  upon  the  value  of  butter  and  nonfat 
dry  milk  solids. 

Marketing  area;  A marketing  area  is  a designated 
trading  area  within  which  the  handling  of  milk  is 
regulated  by  the  Federal  order.  Generally  all 
milk  dealers  who  handle  or  sell  milk  in  the  desig- 
nated marketing  area  are  subject  to  the  regulation 
of  the  Federal  order  applicable  in  that  area. 

Individual  handler  pooh  Because  values  for  milk 
are  fixed  on  the  classified  use  basis,  it  is  neces- 
sary to  have  a device  for  paying  individual  pro- 
ducers a uniform  or  average  price  for  the  milk 
they  deliver  to  a milk  handler.  If  a minimum 
average  price  is  calculated  on  the  basis  of  each 
handler's  use  and  receipts  of  milk,  the  market  is 
said  to  have  individual  handler  pools.  Under  this 
system,  farmers  selling  to  different  handlers  may 
have  different  minimum  average  prices.
